Few perdons can imagine the trying cli- 
mate and the serious diseases of the Congo 
region, It is claimed that Nigeria is worse. 
It may be, but, if so, I should wish to keep 
away from Nigeria. Fever, of course, 
abounds in all the Lower Congo districts. 
If one escapes it for a time it is so mueh 
the worse for him whem finally he succumbs 
to the infliction. It is only malaria, but it 
ig malaria of the most insidious and weaken- 
ing sort. A man is up and working in the 
early morning; at noonday he takes to his 
bed with fever; at night or next morning he 
may again be at hie dally work. 


Fever Saps All Vitality. 

It seems a trifling thing—a disease which 
often lasts lees than a day. But the man is 
left weak and nerveless. The next attack 
continues the weakening process. Finally, 
with blood impoverished and strength ex- 
hausted, he dies. Of course, the remedy is 
quinine. Careful people going into the Con- 
go begin to take their daily dose of this 
specific at the beginning of their journey, so 
that they may be fortified against attack 
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before arrival. For the most part the Eng-

issionaries take two, three, five, or six

grains daily throughout the period of their 
stay. Some foreigners prefer ten grain 
doses on the Ist, lith, and @2ist of evéry 
month. Few really refuse to take it, and 
such usually find an early grave.

Plenty of missionaries die of hematuric 
fever also, but the appearance of the disease 
among them by no means produces the panic 
which -it does among continentals. Perhaps 
one in five or six cases dies, two of the re- 
mainder flee to Europe, the other three re- 
cover. But the disease is no trifling matter 
and must be seriously taken. 

Few persons realize the frightful effect 
of the tropical sun in Central Africa. When

Move to Curtail Power of Chicago Mu- 
nicipal Court Act.

Springfield, Ill., Jan, 22.—{Special.]—It is 
to be hoped that excess of joy will not have 
any serious consequence in uplift circles in 
Chicago when it is known that Senator Or- 
ville F.. Berry, the atch reformer of Hen- 
cock county, will be chairman of the senate 
Chicago charter committee. 

The choice of Mr. Berry of Carthage, which 
is about as far from Chicago going west as 
you can go in Illinois without getting wet in 
the Mississippi, proves that the senate or- 
ganization has a keen sense of humor. Mr. 
Berry can do more things to a reform move- 
ment in five minutes, verbally and destruc- 
tively, than any othér man in the state. Mr. 
Berry is a shrewd statesman, ready on his 
feet, quick in his ideas, plausible in his ar- 
guments, and destructive in his tendencies. 


Need Undertaker’s Outfit. 

At this writing it would seem a good guess 
that any ultra reform movements which are 
planned to start from Chicago destined for 
the Illinois senate would prove their fore- 
sight by bringing along an undertaker anda 
hearse. The ‘* take the circle off the ballot,” 
the ‘‘ abolish the party column,” and the di- 
rect primaries for city nominations now in the 
charter bill will be tidbits for Mr. Berry, and 
there will be others. 

A bill to prevent cruelty to reform meas- 
ures, with an emergency clause attached, 
should be rushed through the legislature be- 
fore Mr. Berry can do his worst.

If the charter bill has any premonitory 
eense it will begin screaming for help before 
it gets inside Sangamon county. In explana- 
tion of the choice of Mr. Berry for this po- 
sition, it is said that there is a lack of suit- 
able talent in the Chicago delegation in the 
senate. 

Chicagoans Too Youthful. 

Most of the Chicago senators who wanted 
the job, such as Jones, Ettelson, and others, 
areserving their first term, and the organiza- 
tion decided they are too young.

Sun a Oure for Bantu. 

One who has been, on three different occa- 
sions, in the Congo, once remarked to me 
that he could see no reason for the strange 
and frightful modes of suicide adopted by 
Europeans who wished to end their lives. 
All that would be necessary is to seat oneself 
upon a chair or stool in the open sunshine 
for @ brief period. Yet the Bantu goes 
out every day with no hat upon his head, and 
swith no apparent bad results, And when 
he has the fever one of his quickest means 
of restoration is to seat himself in the open 
sunshine. Of course the Bantu does not 
have the fever as frequently or as severely; 
as the white man, 

The Bantu suffers much, however, trom 
sleeping sickness. For a long time it waa 
believed that this strange disease was péecu- 

to the dark populations of Africa. The 
disease formerly was local, and while fright- 
ful in ite ravages, Wee not @ serious mat- 
ter. Today, however, it is extending up and 
‘down the whole length of the main river 
and throughout the &rea drained by many 
of its main tributaries. 


Sleeping Sickness Comes Insidiously. 

Im ite approach it is slow and insidious. The 
saddest cases are those where the victim 
attacked was notably intelligent and quick. 
The subject becomes at first a little moody, 
ana from time to time has outbursts of 
petulance and anger out of proportion to the 
exciting cause. These outbursts become 
more and more common, and assume the 
cheracter of true mania, during which the 
person may attack thdse around him, even 
though they are his best and dearest friends. 
It is frequently necessary to tie him in order 
‘to prevent injury to others, 

Presently the person is affected with stupor, 
shows a tendency to sleep? even at his work; 
‘this Increases until at last he is practically 
sleeping, or Im a comatose condition, all the 
time. In this latter stage of thie disease 
he losee fiesh with great rapidity, and pres- 
ently is naught but skin and bones. At last 
death takes him, after he hag been useless 
to himeelf and others for a long time.

Reason for Her Long Life. 

Regularity in habits and the ability to shift 
worry out of her path are the basis of her 
long life, which has been devoid of more 
than the ordinary run of aches and pains. But 
her eyea are losing their luster and she cannot 
read her books as she did until a few years 
ago. However, her great love of literature 
is undiminished, and it is constantly grati- 
fied, for her two daughters, widows living 
near her, read to her. 

Mrs. Hunt, who was born at Goshen, Conn., 
remembers the troublous times of 1812 well, 
and she’ can recall many things that hap- 
pened before the second war with Great 
Britain.

Allege Property . of Aged Millionaire 
Is Endangered by the Illegal Actions 
of ® Wayward, Son. 


The accusation that William 8. Jack, son 
of Edward H. Jack, a millionaire, 84 years 
old, took his father to California and se- 
creted him there that he might pursue illegal 
means to obtain possession of his elder’s 
estate is made in a bill for a receiver filed 
in the Superior court yesterday. 

The request for a receiver is made by Noel

; tion of Children. 


The epidemic of contagious diseases in Chi- 
ed a record breaking stage yes- 
terdey. Scariet fever showed an increase of 


40 per cent over the gee previous record. 


for twenty-four hours. 

By night 145 cases of scatiet fever had been 
reported, bringing -the.totel number of cases 
of this disease up to 3,570 in the city. Diph- 
theria ‘wee a close second. Forty new cases 
made up a totabof 2,201. New cases of other 
contagious diseases wefe reported to the 
health department in ‘following order: 
Measles, 20; chickenpox, 4; whooping cough, 
8: and typhoid fever, 2.. There are five cases 
of smallpox in the city. 

The weather continued cold, but the out- 
look ts for more moderate temperature today. 
pay thermometer stood at 9 above zero at 

a. m, 

In the suburbs the condition improved. 
Onty four new cases were reported in Evanes- 
ton and three in Oak Park. 
were reported in Wilmette or Kenilworth, 
and thie was taken by Dr. M. Con- 
ley of ‘Wilmette to substantiate the theory 
that milk was responsible for the disease. The 
Wilmette schools wilt r this ‘morning. 
The Kenilworth public school will reopen 
Monday morning. In Evanston the township 
high school wilt reopen thie morning, and the 
Noyes Street school, the Hinman Avenue 
school, and the Lincoln school will reopen to- 
morrow morning. 


City Schools Are ‘Pamiguted. 

In Chicago and Rogers Park health in- 
spectors fumigated thirteen schools and in 
four instances parts of schools. 

The action of the city council in stirring up 
Health Commissioner Whalen Monday night 
had the effect of causing more activity in 
the health’ department. although Commis- 
sioner Whalen refused to admit that he con- 
sidered himself as having been criticised. 
Eight policemen were set at work placarding 
infected houses, and today twenty-five blue- 
coats will be at this work, 

The fear that the plan of placarding in- 
fected houses may result in the suppression 
of reports of contagion by some physicians 
led Dr. Hem Spalding of the health de- 
partment to declare that doctors who will- 
fully conceal cases of contagious disease 
would be prosecuted under the ordinance 
provided in such cases. 

Through the medium of the daily bulletin 
of the police department Miss Harriet Ful- 
mer of the Visiting Nurse association an- 
nounced that the association will be glad to 
send free nursing and medical care to the 
houses of victims who are unable to pay 
for aid. 


Contagious Diseases Kill Four. 


Four cases of death from contagious dis- 
éase were reported during the day and thir- 
teen cases of death from pneumonia. ‘ he

** Yes, it may. be said that the situation ts 
serious,’ said Dr. Spalding at night. “* What 
the effect of this placarding will be can beet 
be. told six monthe hence. Perhaps two 
weeks will elapse before a decided check to 
disease in Chicago will be noticeable. 

" Clear weather may help some. I believe 
the publicity given disease conditions has 
resulted in the large number of reports’ to- 
day. . With the matter stirred up as it ie at 
present, everybody who hearse of a suspicious 
oage reports the matter to the health depart- 
ment. I believe-most physicians are as care- 
ful ag possible about preventing the spread 
of disease. Usually their precautions are as 
good as the- health department could take. 
Sometimes there are two doctors looking 
after a case and each man looks to the other 
to report it, and the result is that it Is not 
reported. 

“ But I will admit that cases are met with 
where doctors willfully conceal cases from 
the health department for the sake of the 
families where the disease exists. Such phy- 
sicians should be prosecuted.’ 


Warning Sent to Physicians. 

Dr. Spalding exhibited a letter containing 
the ordinance which .has been sent out to 
physicians. The ordinance provides that 
every physician who attends a case of con- 
tagious disease must report it within twenty- 
four hours to the commmissioner of health, 
giving the name of the patient, if known, 
the place of dwelling of the patient, and the 
state of the disease. For failure to make 
the report a fine of not less than $10 or more 
than $200 may be imposed. 


Precautions in Schoolhouses. 

The fifty health inspectors sent to the 
echools worked busily allday. Schools where 
rooms were cloged and fumigated during the 
day were:

Neither Dr. Spalding nor Supt. of Schools 
Cooley would admit that the. closing of the 
schools is advisable or that it is well to keep 
children away from school on account of the 
epidemic. It was considered that there is 
more danger of children catching disease if 
they play promiscuously when away from 
the supervision of teachers and principals. 


Many Persons Leaving City. 

Heavy railroad travel southward led to a 
surmise among rallroad men to the effect 
that scarlet fever may be influencing wealthy 
fatnilies to hasten their departure to winter 
resorts. Illinole Central trains are carrying 
extra sleeping cars. 

Building Commissioner Bartzen announced 
that he will continue his crusade against 
dirty dairies by sending his inepectors to re- 
visit them and see ff they have been cleaned.

LOCAL OPTION AMENDMENT 
WOULD DIVERT REVENUES. 


Proposed [Onauwe Tacked On to Meaa- 
Wre at Springfield by Senater Potter 
of Marion Would Take Away Half 
Benefit of ‘Saloon License Increase 
Which Is Used to Strengthen Police 
Force—Members from Cook Oppose 
Piaag, f ‘

Springfield, Til, Jan. 22.—[{Special.J—A 
rider providing that one-fourth of the re- 
celpts from saloon licenses shall be paid to 
the county treasurer was tacked on {® the lo- 
cal option hill today by Senator Potter of 
Marion, and the measure thus amended was 
introduced into the senate without the knowl- 
edge of the Anti-Saloon league. 

This would have an interesting effect on 
saloon feés in Chicago, where it would take 
away half of the benefit derived by the city 
from the increase of the saloon licenee to 
$1,000, requiring that approximately §1,- 
700,000 of the city's revenue be deflected into 
the county . Buch a loss would hit 
the police department harder than any other 
branch of the oity government, inasmuch as 


higher license was obtained to increase the 
police force. | 


Handicap for Prohibitionists. 
The prohibition fordgs of the state ‘have 
hard work in getting their bills started right 
fin the legislature, Two years ago Senator 
Amerson tacked a referendum clause on the 
proposition and introduced it prematurely. 
This year it secures the addition of an un- 
sought revenue clause. 

Practically, with the” exception of this 
clause, it is the bill which the Anti-Saloon 
league would have introduced later, but the 
amendment is not of the league's choosing. 
The intent of the rider seems clearly to be 
to confuse the issue, not especially in the 
legislature but afterwards in the operation 
of the -law; if it becomes a law. The pur- 
pose of 4he amendment is to offer a valid 
argument to the country districts not to 
vote the towns and ‘cities “dry” if the op- 
portunity should be given by the enactment 
of a law. 


Rural Communities Factor. 

At present rural communities have no 
financial reason for desiring the continu- 
anee of saloons. Such receipts as are ob- 
tained from them go to the city treasury. 
This is assumed to be one of the réasons 
why rural communities of the county fre- 
quently are willing to vote for prohibition 
when the voters in the largest city in the 
courty are opposed to it. The amendment 
would give the. question a financial aspect 
for ,country districts as well as the city. 
Opponents of local option believe that com- 
munities: would not be so ready to wipe out 
saioons jf. the. proposition could be made to 
touch their pocketbooks. Hence’ the en- 
deavor to make it touch. 

The bill as amended naturally would have 
every Chicago member of the legislature 
against it, and it probably will not get far 
towards enactment in its present shape; but 
it shows at least that the tacticians in the 
senate and house do not despair of confusing 
the proposition as it will be put up hg them 
by the Anti-Saloon league. 


Issue to Be Juggled With. 

* This local option question is recognized as 
one of the “ dificult " measures with which 
the legislature will have to deal. In pre- 
vious sessions it.has been juggled with and 
tossed about.in the hope that responsibility 
for its. defeat could be avoided and yet that 
defeat secured. _Each year such juggling > 
has become more difficult of accomplishment 
afid each session the anti-saloon people have 
come back’ niore persistently. ;

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NO DECISION IN JERSBY. 


SIX VOTES STILL STAND BE- 
TWEEN DRYDEN AND SENATE. 


Candidate for Re-election Has Only 
Thirty-six of the Needed Forty-one 
Ballots — Remaining Republicans 
Refuse to Aid Him Despite Pressure 
Brought to Bear Upon Them—-For- 
mer Assemblyman Makes Public 
Affidavit Charging Bribe. 


Trenton, N. J., Jan. 22.—[Special.]—The 
threatened deadlock over the election of a 
United States senator to succeed John F. 
Dryden has so far bedome a reality that 
there is scarcely more than a poselbility of 
any immediate selection being made by the 
legislature. 

As the situation stands, Mr. Dryden has 
thirty-six votes in the two houses, with forty- 
one neceseary toa choice. 

The remaining elght republicans, who re- 
fused to enter the caucus, continue firm in 
the position that they will not vote for Mr. 
Dryden under any circumstances, and their 
persistence in the face of every. influence 
hes led to the general conclusion that Mr. 
Dryden ie more than ever a political impoesi- 
bility. This is admitted by many of his sup- 
porters. 

‘ Democrats Also Split Vote. 

The first ballot was taken today when the 
houses met separately. Mr. Dryden had the 
solid vote of thirty-six members who attended 
the republican caucus. Ex-Gov. John W. 
Griggs received five votes. State Treasurer 
Frank Q. Briggs two, and Justice Mahlon Pit- 
ney one. This disposed of the republican. 
vote. 

The democrats, having failed to reach any 
understanding after two hours of joint con- 
ference, aleo split their vofe. The result was 
that Col. Edwin A.. Stevens received sixteen 
votes, President Woodrow Wilson of Prince- 
ton university eleven, and James E. Martens, 
agast year’s candidate for congress, nine. 


Charge of Bribe Stirs Dryden Camp. 

The Dryden camp was thrown into conster- 
nation this afternoon when an evening news- 
paper of Newark appeared containing an 
affidavit of ex-Assemblyman George W. Hol- 
man of Ocean stating that when Mr. Dryden 
tates senate five 
years ago he had. been offered $5,000 to sup- 
port him, and when he declined to yield to 
such influence the offer had been raised to 
$10,000. 

The offer, he said, was made by the late 
Thomas Palmer, who for many years was 
the Trenton lobbyist for the Erie railroad. 
Mr. Holman at that time voted consistently 
for John W. Griggs, and in turn the Dryden 
influence was exerted nat him to such 
an extent that he was ted in his can- 
vass for a renomination. 

In reference to the bribery charge Sena- 
tor Dryden issued a statement tonight in 
which he sald: 

“TI have been informed that Palmer was a 
professional legislative agent who died three 
or four years ago. It is the first time I had 
ever heard of him.”’

Blame Malady on Tsetse Fly. 


There is a tendency among physicians to 
conmect the transmission of the sleeping 
sickness. with the tsetwe fly. It is, “of 
course,’’ a gérm disease—siuch being at the 
present all the fashion. A medical friend in 
New York tells me that the papanese have 
made recent important investigations of the 
sickness, and that their’ line of treatment 
gives greater promise of success than any 
other. Latterly the disease has attacked 
white people, and a number of missionaries 


have died from it or been furloughed home 


for treatment. 

Whole districts of Bantu have been de- 
populated. We were shown the site of 
a Catholie mission tuntil lately highly 


prosperous; the place has been deserted, all | 


the natives under the influence of the mission 
having died of the sleeping sickness. 
Malaria, hematuria, sum fevers, and sleep- 
ing sickness are the most fearful scourgea 
which the white settler in the Congo faces. 


None Ever Wholly in Good Health. 

We could, of course; e#tend the Nst of 
strange and dreadful diseases, but have said 
enough to show that every white man who 
goes into the Congo country does so. at a 
serious risk. No one is quite immune, and 
the humber who even seem to be so is small. 
No one is ever quite well, and every one is 
chronically in a state of physical disorgan!- 
zation. 

The climate and the actual diseases are bad 
enough. They perhaps would lose a por- 
tion of their terror if the food supply were 


adequate, wholesome, and nutritious, Even 


the missionaries use little native food. The 
State officer and trader uses practically none. 
The chop box is an institution of the coun- 
try. Its simplest expression is found at the 
trading post of some company where buta 
single agent is in residence. Once in three 
months the steamer of his company brings 
him his chop box outfit. There are usually 
two long wooden boxea, one of which con- 
taine a great variety of tinned meats, fish, 
vegetables, and fruit. I never had the least 
idea until my African experience how many 
things were put in tina. The second box 


contains flour, ofl, vinegar, salt, and spices. 


The quantity is held to be sufficient for the 
three. months. In addition to the actual 
food supply there is a quota of wine in demi- 


johns, and of gin in square bottles. 


No one who has not had the experience can 
imagine the frightful satiety which comes 
upon one who has féd for weeks from chop 
boxes. 

Nothing to Eat but Canned Food.

Citizens in speaking of the conditions which 
exist in the ward because of lack of sewer 
pipes and sufficient protection against fires 
said Ald. Golombiewiski’s lack of interest is 
partly responsible for the prevailing condi- 


tions. ‘ 
Sewers the Question. 

The meeting was called by President 
Charies H. Sagert of the Gage Park Improve- 
ment association to discuss thie sewer, street 
cay extension, and other improvement ques- 


tions which the club is advocating. Repre- 


sentatives of the Southwest Improvement 
and the Chicago Lawn Improvement agsocia- 
tions were present.’and before the close of 
the meeting a motion was adopted whereby 
in these two important matters the thrée 
clubs will stand together. 

It was held that in view of the Icebound 
condition obtaining it was an opportune time 
for representing the grievances to the city 
council. Several of the aldermen and Super- 
intendent of Streets M. J. Doherty had beén 
invited to be present. Mr. Doherty sent his 
regrets. 

KE. G. Piton, president of the Southwest 
Improvement association, and the first 
speaker called for, declared they didn’t want 
speeches but sewers, and that if they didn’t 
get them 16,000 of the population would 
move away in the spring.

connection.

HARLAN WANTS GAR PEACE 


URGES IMMEDIATE SETTLEMENT 
OF TRACTION PROBLEM. 


Says in Address He Is Not Opposed to 
Referendum, buat Believes Good of 
the People Demands End to Matter 
Now—Urges Confidence in Counci) 
and Ordinances Now Pending—Say* 
the City’s Intérests Will Not Be 
Harmed by Action. 


John Maynard Harlan took the stump in 
Lake View last night in favor of the trac- 
tion ordinances now before the city council. 
He spoke in Belmont hall, 1684 North Clark 
street, by invitation of the real estate men 
of the district. In a two hour address he 
took up the ordinances point by point, inter- 
preting and simplifying the technical lan- 
guage and showing the exact relation which 
the city and ‘the operating companies will 
hold to each other. 

After he had finished his speech he was 
called upon to explain his position on the 
referendum question by Attorney Colin C. 
H. Fyffe, who sat in the audience. Margaret 
Haley was in the audience, too, but she took 
no part in the discussion except to smile. 

“ Why should not this ordinance go before 
the people in the shape of a referendum?’ 
asked Mr. Fyffe. 


Should Like a Referendum. 

“ Personally,”’ said: Mr. Harlan, “ I should 
like to see a referendum. The question of a 
referendum is one that appeals tome. You 
may remember that I ran for mayor. once 
and how I stood then. -Perhaps to a greater 
degree than is true of any other community 
this traction question has enlisted our sym- 
pathy and interest. Prompt service means 
supper and sleep and touthes the comfort 
and intimate life of us all, 

“Tf I were thinking of my own selfish in- 
terests, looking for justification of the things 
I have stood for, I would want e referendum 
now. 

‘‘ But the money market presents too many 
elements of doubt for us todelay.' The finan- 
eiers are willing today, but perhaps they will 
not be willing a month from now. The men 
behind thisi deal have the money now to put it 
through. My business friends tell me there 
is a possibility of money stringency. 

“The question for you and me as citizens 
is whether it is wiser to hold to an abstract 
principle in this matter. What in the long 
rum is better for the people? If you.have the 
eonfidence in your representatives on the 
local transportation committee that you 
should have you will let the referendum go, 
and work for tmmediate settlement. 

“ These aldermen think the ordinances are 
the best thing for the city. They giye you 
immediate rehabilitation, and leave the rights 
of the. city unfettered. Therefore, I am in 


favor of immediate settlement and against | 


the referendum.” 

“ Granting a referendum and a favorable 
vote, will there be delay?’’ asked an old man. 
“Yes, and more of it,” said Mr. Harlan. 

Ald. W. P. Dunn, who was on the platform, 
told of the trials of the transportation com- 
mittee in framing the ordinances. 

. "There has béen an attempt to discredit this 
ordinance,” he said. ‘*T want it understood

By this double canvass they expect to defeat 
the cause of the Tyrolean Alps amusement 
park when it comes up at the next meeting of 
the council by a big majority. 


, . Everybody Has a Plan. 

The meeting at the Y. M. C. A. rooms was 
a lively affair. When W. R. Bentley, chair- 
mah of the committee, called the meeting to 
order it appeared that every member had 
some plan. It was decided, however, that 
the best plan would be to show the alder- 
men “ what the public sentiment in Ravens- 
“wood was."’ ‘‘ Showing them ”’ will take the 
form of.a visit. to each alderman by a.small 
committee of the organization, Besides this 
committee visit every man who knew an 
alderman pledged himself to vigit- him and 
cenvince him that he should vote for the 
prohibition district. 

“Don't let's overlook a single alderman 
because he may be in the liquor business,” 
said Arthur Burrage Farwell, who was pres- 
ent at the meeting. ‘‘ For instance, Ald. John 
J. Brennan, who owns a saloon on the west 
side, probably will vote with us. 

“I have. talked to Ald. Brennan. many 
times and know how he looks at this. He, if 
anybody does, knows the effect of the saloon 
on the home. .

The four men were indicted April 27 on nine 
counts, the principal one being the charge of 
conspiracy to do an ilbegal act contrary to 
public policy, in that they resorted to fraud 


in their application for a state charter, stat- | 
ing that their surplus and capital was over | 
$500,000, while in fact hardly half of that | 
amount had been paidin. Three other counts | 
charge a conspiracy to do an act injuriousto | 


public trade. All four men are out on bonds 
ranging from. $8,000 to $20,000.

State Board Plans Relief for 
Insane Patients in Report 
to the Governor. 


RECOMMEND WATERCURE 


Modern Treatment for Bettering 
Condition of Inmates to. 
Be Introduced. 


The renovation of the seventeen state 
charitable institutions, the adoption of many 
humane methods of caring for the insane, 
particularly, the installation of the “* water 
cure’ system in seven institutions and in- 
dustrial reéducation, are the chief features 
of the biennial report of the state board of 
charities which will be made to Gov. Deneen 


| the last of the week. 


The question of state care for the insane, 
involving the absorption of the asylum at 
Dunning by the state aythorities, will be 
taken up in a later report to the governor 
which will not be submitted for six or seven 


eeks. 

Final revision of the report and the items 
of the appropriation bill occupied the board 
at a three hour session yesterday morning in 
the office of Dr. Frank Billings at 100 State 
street. There will be another meeting Thurs- 
day night. It is probable that the report will 
be given to the governor Friday. 

Heavy cuts were made in the appropria- 
tions asked. The superintendent of the 
asylum at Bartonville asked $1,080,000. The 
entire appropriation last year was a little 
.more than $5,000,000, but it probably will 
exceed that this year. 


Water Cure for Patients. 

The item of the “ water cure” or hydro- 

therapeutic treatment for insane involves an 
expenditure of $250,000. The board will rec- 
ommend that this be established in all the 
institutions. It is hoped by this method to 
cure from 60 to 75 per cent pf all acute cases, 
where now but from 6 to7 per cent are cured. 

The system is in use all through Europe, 
in New York, Philadelphia, and New Jersey. 
The only plants in Illinois are in Bigin and 
in the asylum at Dunning. The water treat- 
ment consists of giving the patients baths of 
various temperatures and forms in order to 
soothe them instead of giving them drugs or 
putting them in chains and strait jackets. 
Each plant costs from $4,000 to $40,000. 

The board also will recommend in all cases 
the report of Gov. Deneen’s architect and | 
civil engineer, -who have made a study of 
the needs of all the buildings under the con- 
trol of the state. 


Re-educate the Insane. 

The board will provide for the reéducation 
of the émsane. It has been proven that the 
majority of them can be taught to work with 
their hands, and such occupation often proves 
a factor in their healing. 

Recreation, music, games, parties, and cele- 
brations also shall be used more exténsively. 
One of the other heavy appropriations will be 
$265,000 for the building of an epileptic col- 
ony. Under the present system the epileptics 
are kept with the insane. One hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars is asked for a farm for 
curable consumptives. 

The problem of the state care of the insane 
still requires some study. It means that the 
state will take over 100 county almshouses 
where 2,600 insane are housed, also contract- 
ing for the 817 insane that yearly are added 
to the care of the taxing bodies. President 
Brundage of the county board and Attorney 
Lewis will aid in this report. 

The meeting was attended by Dr. Billings, 
Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, Mra. Clara P. Bour- 
land, Secretary W. C, Graves, end H. 8. 
Moore, the assistant secretary. 


PEORIA GRAND JURY PROBING 
POOR FARM; WOMEN TESTIFY. 


Overcharges for Drugs at Almshouse 
Reported—Female Prisoners Relate 
Stories of Mistreatment in Jail. 


Peoria, Til, Jan. 22.—[Special,]—Charges 
of graft against former Sheriff D. E. Potter 
and his deputies has led the grand jury to 
look into the affairs of the county poor farm. 
Supt. Frank Watson was under fire some 
months ago, when he was up for reélection, 
but the charges-were suppressed, Now em- 
ployés have been subpoenaed and the books 
of the Institution. will be gone over. Exces- 
sive charges for drugs is sald to be the prin- 
cipal complaint in this instance. 

The investigation of affairs in the county 
jail is going ahead slowly. The grand jury 
is struggling with a mass of figures, which 
at every turn show queer looking work,on 
the part of the jail officials. 

Lizzie Little, a woman of doubtful char- 
acter, and Mrs. Lizzie Hague’ were sum- 
moned before the grand jury today to tell 
what they know of certain proceedings in the 
jail which are said to have been immoral. 
Mrs. Hague, who six months ago was locked 
up on a charge of forgery, told the state's 
attorney that one of the turnkeys had as- 
saulted her. 

The investigation promises to continue for 
at least ten days. 


CLOSE HALSTED PLAN. TODAY. 


Mayor Dunne to Make Final Disposition 
of Widening Scheme After Confer- 
ence with Property Owners. 


Final disposition of the proposition to widen 
Halsted street will be made by Mayor Dunne 
this afternoon.

A@ soon ag the plan has been formally in- 
doreed by the board the city council will be 
urged to take favorable actiom. in time to 
have the question of issuing the bonds placed 
om the little baMot at the spring election, 


| Questions to Be Met. 

The question of whether the vote of the 
people and city council action will be enough 
to enable the board to issue the bonds or 
whether action by the state legislature will 
be necessary and all other legal questions 
which possibly may arise are to be discussed 
fully at the next meeting of the committee 
on buildings and grounds. 

The attorneys for the school board, James 
Maher and Angus Roy Shannon, have been: 
asked to prepare an opinion for presenta- 
tion to the committee on Friday. If they 
hold that the board, with the concurrence 
of the city council and the consent of the 
people, may issue bonds, an effort will be 
made to obtain both the council's concur- 
rence and the people’s consent. Should it be 
found that legislative action is necessary 
the supporters of the project will appeal to 
the general assembly to give the board the 
necessary authority. 

Will Proceed at Once. 

“We intend to take this matter up tmme- 
diately,’’ declared Trustee Duddleston. “I 
have no doubt that it will be put through 
the committee, the board, and the city coun- 
cil without trouble. The question then will 
be placed on the little ballot at the spring 
election, and I am confident any movement 
to give Chicago an adequate system of pub- 
lic schools will meet: with the hearty ap- 
proval of the public. 

“ With $10,000,000 we shall be enabled to 
build enough schools to give every. child of 
school age a seat in a modern, thoroughly 
equipped building. We are building schools 
not only for the children of today but for 
the children of tomorrow and the next gen- 
eration, and there ie no reason why 
the next generation should not be compelled 
to pay its share of the cost.” 


“Frat” Rule Is Upheld. 
Judge McEwen during the afternoon r- 
fused to enjoin the board of education from 
enforcing its anti-fraternity rule which for- 
bids “‘ frat ’’ members from participating in 
high school athletic and literary contests. 
The injunction was sought by Hale Wilson, 
and others, a Hyde Park High school pupil, 
and the petition was filed shortly before 
Thanksgiving.

BRUTAL ROBBER ATTACKS | 
INVALID TOBACCO DEALER. 


Unknown Youth Beats Wesley Emer- 


son Unconscious and Rifles Cash 
Drawer in Store at 38 Thirty-first. 


Wesley Emerson, 60 years of age and an 
invalid, was the victim of a robber’s brutal 
assault last evening while the streets were 
thronged with people. Mr. Emerson keeps a 
tobacco store at 38 Thirty-first street. This 
has been his occupation for the last five years, 
since he suffered a stroke of paralysis that 
left him with only partial use of his limbs. 

At 7 o'clock a young man entered the shop 
and asked for a sack of smoking tobacco. 
As the old man turned to take the tobacco 
from the shelf, the robber struck him a blow, 
apparently with brass knucks, cutting a 
gash below the right eye.

The greater part of the local stock is effeo- 
tually tied up and the quantity for sale at 
current prices is small. ‘Asa result the pur- 
chasing of a few small lots recently has 
stimulated the market to a large extent. 
Traders will not sell short under present cir- 
cumstances, as they would if the stocks were 
not go tightly held. In fact, many specu- 
lators are selling the July owing to the con- 
gested condition of the May option. Condi- 
tions at the present are not bullish. With 
the exception of the scarcity of choice spring 
wheat in the northwest there is nothing at 
the moment to encourage the belief in higher 
prices.
